Havana, Aug-. 24.—The Spanish cruls- 
tr Infanta Isabel left H avana on the 
L4tli in it. and arrived In the vicinity of 
Gibara on the 16th. Before entering the 
port she hoisted a flag of truce.»The 
United States gunboat Nashville, which 
was in port, inquired if she carried 
documents for the American ship. The 
Isabel answered in the negative, and 
signaled that the peace protocol had 
been signed. The news 'tfas received 
aboard the Nashville enthusiastically, 
the crew cheering and clioutlng. 
The 
Infanta Isabel’s crew responded with 
vivas for the king. W hen the Infanta 
Isabel entered the port an American 


0 flicer boarded her and informed her 
commander that the town was in the 
hands of General Calixto Carcia. 


At 5 o’clock on the morning cf the 
17th inst. a number of Spanish and 
American officers went ashore together. 
They were met at the landing by Col­ 
onel Alfredo Arango, General Garcia’s 
adjutant, who with three n»en escorted 
them to Auras, where the insurgent 
escort remained, while the Americans 
and 
Spanish 
officers 
proceeded 
to 
Aguas Claras to deliver documents to 
General Luque. 


At 3 a. m. on Aug. 18 there arrived 
at Gibara from K ey W est an Ameri­ 
can transport with provisions for the 
American troops. 


General Luque, upon abandoning Gi­ 
bara, proceeded with his troops by w ay 
of Mayarl to Holguin. 


It is reported that General Calixto 
Garcia, after entering Gibara, assault­ 
ed 
the custom 
house 
administrator, 
slapping his face, and afterward or- 
..d^nW t ji£sro*to beat him with u '.rm- 
cliete. It is also said that General Gar­ 
cia demanded money from the Gibara 
merchants. 
The merchants refused to 
. Comply with his demand, whereupon 
he ordered that they should pay double 
the amount of his first exaction. 
Gen­ 
eral Garcia also ordered the arrest of 
over 100 Spanish residents who were 
liberated before the arrival of the In­ 
fanta. Isabel. 
The commander of the 
Nashville said he had no troops ashore, 
but that he would not allow the in­ 
habitants to be ill treated. 


It Is reported that General Garcia re­ 
signed on the 19th inst., and that his 
command was taken over by the lead­ 
er, Luis Feria. 
It was also said that 
General García w as about to leave 
Gibara. 
Nothing is known, however, 
in official circles regarding the report 
that Garcia had resigned and that his 
resignation had been accepted by the 
Cuban government. 
A person who is 
in a position to be well informed says 
he believes tjie report, but insurgent 
sympathizers deny it. 
Lack of means 
of communication prevents an authori­ 
tative confirmation or denial of the re­ 
port being obtained. 


Advices from the authorities at Nue- 
va Paz and neighboring places have 
been published in H avana local pa­ 
pers denying the reports of recent out­ 
rages.

Philadelphia, Aug. 2*1.—Two private 
soldiers of Battery K, First United 
States artillery, were instantly killed 
yesterday and two others seriously in­ 
jured by having their heads crushed 
against the Iron girders of the rail­ 
road bridge at the Ridge avenue cross­ 
ing of the Pennsylvania railroad, in 
this city* The dead are Victor Teu- 
*cy, aged 21 years, of St. Louis, and 
W illiam Chichester, aged 21, of Jersey 
City*. 
The injured are Harry Pulaski 
and Peter Burns. 
The bodies of the 
dead soldiers are at the morgue in this 
city, while the injured were taken on 
to Willett’s Point, to which place the 
men were bound. 


The command to which the men be­ 
longed were In a special train which 
had taken them aboard at Tampa. All 
along the journev north* the soldiers 
were greeted with cheers. 
While pass­ 
ing through this city their reception 
was marked with additional enthusiasm. 
At the Ridge avenue station a large 
crowd waved hats and handkerchiefs 
as the train came along. 
The soldiers 
leaned far out of the car windows and 
steps and returned the welcome. Tue- 
sey stood far out on the lower step 
and failed to notice the iron girders 
supporting the bridge. 
His face was 
completely (‘rushed in.

had been leaning from the windows. 


The train was stopped and the dead 
and injured were picked up.

No 
similar document perhaps was ever be­ 
fore issued to a victorious army by a 
vanquished enemy. The president, was 
most impressed by the address, and 
after reading it carefully authorized its 
publication. Following Is the text of 
the address, which Is addressed to Gen­ 
eral Shafter: 


“Sir: The Spanish soldiers who capi­ 
tulated in this place on the 16th of July 
last, recognizing your high and just po­ 
sition, pray that through* you all the 
courageous and noble soldiers under 
your command m ay receive our good 
wishes and farewell which w e send 
them on embarking for our beloved 
j Spain.

One of the curious Cretan customs 


which prevail on the eve of every in- 
surrection, says the Fortnightly Re- 
view, is known as adelphopo'.esis, or 
fraternization. 
One of its immediate 


results is the cessation of all feuds, en- 
mity aud rancor. It is carried out as 
follows: 
A number of individuals 


choose a young girl, who must be pret- 
ty—no difficult matter in Crete. They 
Inform her parents of their intention, 
and the needful consent is -nev-er with- 
held. , Then a priest is sent for and told 
to begin the ceremony. 
He takes a 


very long girdle and joins all the men 
with It in a circle, In the canter of 
which the young girl is placed. Then 
the clprgyaian recites a number of pray- 
ers and winds up by giving his benedic- 
tion to all present. The moment he 
pronounces the last amen the circle and 
its center stand in the relation of broth- 
ers and sister to each other to all re- 
ligious and social intents and purposes. 
Each and every one of the males is 
bound in honor—and a Cretan knows 
no more sacred obligation—to protect 
that girl throughout her life, but none 
of them can ever take her for his wife. 
She is and remains their sister in the 
eyes of the priest and people to the end 
of her days. But they must also stand 
by and succor each other, and if needs 
be at the cost of life itself.

The Plim- 
soll mark may be found on 99 of even 
100 merchantmen to-day. It is a circle, 
crossed in the center by a horizontal 
line. Before the law establishing thii 
load line there were no restrictions on 
private merchant vessels as to thi 
amount of load. Owners were restrict 
ed only by their fears for the safety ol 
their vessels, and many a ship was sc 
overloaded, meeting heavy weather, 
she sank with all on board. To corred 
this evil Mr. Plimsoll had worked out 
by experienced ship-loaders a system o) 
tables showing how many tons a vessel 
of a certain displacement could safelj 
carry, and by an act of Parliament thii 
rule was applied to every merchant 
vessel under the British flag, and on 
the outside of each vessel's hull thi 
Plimsoll mark was painted. It did no* 
matter how much more room there wai 
for carco: when the shin was loaded so 
that she sank to the Flimsoil line no 
more cargo could be taken on penaltj 
of a heavy fine, and no seaman was re- 
quired to sail on a vessel whose Plin> 
soil mark did not show above th« 
water. 


The legislation which provided thii 


safeguard for the lives of seamen wai 
opposed strenuously by ship owners, 
by shippers, and even by marine insur- 
ance companies, and. strange as it maj 
seem, was a fruitful subject for deris- 
ion by Jack in the forecastle, but as the 
wisdom of the precaution has been jus- 
tified by years, prejudice has vanished 
and the Plimsoll mark has beeo adopt- 
ed by most civilized nations.

One of tho curious Cretan customs 
which prevail on tho eve of every in­ 
surrection, sajrs the Fortnightly Re­ 
view, is known as adclpliopolesis, or 
fraternization. 
One of its immediate 
results is the cessation of all feuds, en­ 
mity aud rancor. It is carried out as 
follows: 
A number of individuals 
choose a young girl, who must be pret­ 
ty—no dithcult matter In Crete. They 
inform her parents of their Intention, 
and the needful consent Is nevfer with­ 
held. t Then a priest is sent for and told 
to begin the ceremony. 
lie takes a 
very long girdle and joins all the men 
with it in a circle, In the Center of 
which the young girl is placed. Then 
the clergyman recites a number of pray­ 
ers and winds up by giving his benedic­ 
tion to all present. 
The moment he 
pronounces the last amen the circle and 
Its center stand in the relation of broth­ 
ers and sister to each other to all re­ 
ligious and social intents and purposes. 
Each and every one of the males is 
bound in honor—and a Cretan knows 
no more sacred obligation—to protect 
that girl throughout her life, but none 
of them can ever take her for his wife. 
She Is and remains their sister in the 
eyes of the priest and people to the end 
of her days. But they must also stand 
by and succor each other, and if needs 
be at the cost of life itself.

The Pllm* 
soli mark may be found on 99 of everj 
100 merchantmen to-day. It is a circle, 
crossed in the center by a horizontal 
line. Before the law establishing thil 
load line there were no restrictions on 
private 
merchant 
vessels as to tin 
amount of load. Owners were restrict 
ed only by their fears for the safety ol 
their vessels, and many a ship was sc 
overloaded, meeting heavy weather, 
she sank with all on board. To correct 
this evil Mr. Plimsoll had worked ou1 
by experienced ship-londers a system oj 
tables showing how many tons a vessel 
of a certain displacement could safelj 
carry, and by an act of Parliament thil 
rule was applied to every merchan! 
vessel under the British flag, and ofl 
tho outside of each vessel’s hull tin 
Plimsoll mark was painted. It did not 
matter how much more room there wai 
for canro: when the shin wras loaded so 
that she sank to the Plimsoll line no 
more cargo could be taken on penaltj 
of a heavy fine, and no seaman was re­ 
quired to sail on a vessel whose Plim« 
soil mark did not 
show above the 
water. 


The legislation which provided thil 
safeguard for the lives of seamen wal 
opposed strenuously by ship owners, 
by shippers, and even by marine insur« 
ance companies, and, strange as it mny 
seem, was a fruitful subject for deris* 
ion by Jack in the forecastle, but as the 
wisdom of the precaution has been jus» 
Uiied by years, prejudice has vanished 
and the Plimsoll mark has been adopt­ 
ed by most civilized nations.

Mr. Chairman and fellow members of the Bar: 


The gieat sorrow which fills my heart pre- 


vents me from being present and uniting 
with you in this tribute of respect, to themem- 
01 y of our legal brother and my beloved friend 
and companion.

TRIBUTE PROM WM. MoSMERRU, JR . 
Mr. Chairman and fellow members of the Bar: 
The gjeat sorrow which nils m y heart pre­ 
vents me from being present and uniting 
with you in this tribute of respect to the m em ­ 
ory of our legal brother and m y beloved friend 
and companion. As none knew him better 
than I, It would be uujust for me to remain 
silent at this time, and with your kind per­ 
m ission I ask your ^ecretaiy to represent me 
by reading the following rem arks 
One bright J une morning twenty-four years 
ago there was plac&i in m v arm s at the bap­ 
tismal font of the humble Catholic church In 
Littlestown a happy and beautiful baby boy. 
And there I first saw h im and heard him 
named William Martin Steffy, I t was there 
th a t the first link was forged in the chain of 
our affection which grew stronger with each 
passing year, I t was th ere th at tho spiritual 
relation of God-fat her and God-son was form­ 
ed between us, never to be broUen. On my 
part I promised to care for his spiritual wel­ 
fare; and for him I promised that he would 
lead a noble, a pure and a Christian life. I 
tried to do my part, I know he did his. He 
was born June 2tith, 1874. Hi s early training 
was received in the Parochial schools of Lit- 
tlestown and New Oxford. When about six­ 
teen years of age he became a student at Loy­ 
ola College, Baltimore, Md., where he rem ain­ 
ed abvut three years. I t was during this pe­ 
riod that he acquired those studious and ob­ 
serving habits which never left h im , (the re­ 
sult was that he always led his class In its 
studies,; and he grew in virtue as he grew in 
years. After the best preliminary exam ina­ 
tion which I have ever heard, he entered my 
office as a law student Dec. l'lth,IMS, He pur­ 
sued his studies with great fidelity and Indus- 
try. He never knew an Idle hour, and not­ 
withstanding the loss of several m onths d u r; 
ing sickness, he read and finished the entire 
extended cuurse, being thefirBt student to bo 
examined under the new rules of court. So 
faithful was ho,so patient, so truthful, tnat 1 
was able to smto to the court under m y outh 
as an Attorney, “ th at h e is a gentleman of 
good moral character aud w ithout reproach; 
that for more than three years he nas been al­ 
most constantly with me, and th a t during all 
that time he hus shown an honest» disposition, 
and that 1 never heard him speak an immoral, 
u ntruthful, or even angry word.” 


After the most thorough examinatiou,(and I 
never knew a student to pass a better one),he 
was admitted to practice Law in Adams 
County on tho 23d day of August, 1897. He re­ 
mained with me after his admission, ana it 
was m y good fortune to have Lis assistance in 
several cases . 
He at once proved bis ability, 
winning his first cases, and gave promise of 
rising rapidly in his profession. He nad everv 
requisite to m ake a good lawyer,—honor,abil­ 
ity, knowiedge.studioup habits, sound judg* 
m e n t, a retentive and cerrect memoiy, a good 
voice and captivating m anner. He was proud 
of his piofesslon. 


'When the Cuban question was (lrst serious­ 
ly discussed he became greatly interested. 
He re a d core/uJJy the ^dalJy papt*rB, and he 


was thoroughly oonvinccd that America w a4 
Right, He was incensed at the false char*« 
of would-be.patriots w h o claimed that Amer* 
icau Catholics were disloyal and would not 
fight so-called Catholic Spain« Ho fluti* back 
into their faces that unjust charge, and hrt 
proved the loyalty and 
patriotism of hi# 
church snd of him self by sacrifcing his life 
for his country upon the tented field of War. 


lie was very active in raising a m ilitary 
company from Adams county, and although 
deprived of his Just rights by not being select 
ed as one of its com m issioned officers, ho said 
to me ho wo uld go even as a private, and ss 
such ho went. Soon after the m u ster of Co. 
M, 5th Reg, P. V , he was selected as 2nd 
Sergoaut, and 1 am informed th at he was a 
faithful officer aud th at if tho boys of tho com ­ 
pany would have h ad tholr choice, ho would 
deservedly havo worn the shoulder strap*. 


He was never very strong physically and 
was very nittch under weight a t the tim e of 
I his enlistm ent, but ho overcame every obsta • 
| cle and gloried in being a soldier. A rm y life 
was too severe for him , and after a short ill­ 
ness at Camp Thomas. Georgia, on last T h u rs­ 
day he offered up his young life in tho m ilita­ 
ry service tor Ills countrv. 
¡So to-day 
we 
mourn the loss of a brilliant young lawyer 
and a brave and patriotic soldier who gave his 
young and pure life that o theis m ight live and 
edjoy the freedom and liberty of American cit­ 
izenship. 


Truly it m ay be said of h i m , “ venerable old 
age is not th at of long tim e, nor counted by 
tho humbor of years, and a spotless life is old 
ago. 
He pleased God and was beloved, and 
living among sinners he w as translated. Ho 
was taken away less Wickedness should alter 
ms understanding, or deceit beguile his so u l, 
being made perfect in a short space ho fultill­ 
ed a long tim e, for his soul pleased God.’* 


He was a noble boy, a faithful and siucero 
lrlend, and tru th fu l an d modeBl a t all tim es. 
He had m any virtues; I know of no serlo us 
faults. 
I believe he has kept pure his baptis­ 
mal robe, aud th at by reason of his fidelity to 
his country and his God, he nas secured his 
reward—The Everlasting Happiness of Heav- 
eu.

the troopers rode in, the dervishes 
closed round and engulfed the little 
force.

eyes, squealing, hobbling camel-heads, 
with the mingled reek of gunpowder, 
ill-smelling hot leather and camel's- 
hair dominating the whole.

are now trees from which the nesting 
wood pigeons 
survey the passing 


traffic, anon descending to scramble 
with sparrows for the contents of 
cab horse's split nosebag. 
In St. 


James'park the "shy ringdove" woos 
his mate ''coram publico" with an ab 
sence of shyness that would be ridicu- 
lous were it not welcome testimony to 
the wisdom of our civilized protection 
of wild life. In the country a man 
has but to hold an umbrella"or walk- 
ing stick gtinwise to make the wary 
wood pigeon three fields off rise and 
fly to a safer distance; in Leicester 
square or St. James' park a man might 
carry a whole bundle of guns and, 
provided that he had also bread crumbs 
to distribute, the wood pigeons would 
come to his feet to eat them. 
A very 


interesting struggle for existence is 
destined to take place in the near 
future between the ordinary London 
pigeon and the wild wood pigeon, in 
which it is not easy to say which, will 
triumph.—London Globe.

Achmet was a youngster of about 
seventean, proud in the possession of 
a dromedary, a Martini and a belt of 
cartridges. 
He had joined the force 
with his father and most of his tribe, 
as free scouts. 
The three were to 
leave the camp separately, as soon as 
it became dark. 


When the swift darkness of old 
Egypt came on, the English trooper 
shook 
hands 
with his comrades, 
tightened his belt and crept oil* down 
into the gloom on foot. The Egyptian 
subaltern followed without a word to 
any one. 


Lastly young Achmet sailed out on 
his beloved dromedary, 
and com­ 
menced to ride around the hillock in 
a spiral direction that brought him 
continually nearer the besiegers’lines, 
He trusted that his course would ¡pro­ 
duce the impression that he was a 
chief riding about on a tour of inspec­ 
tion.

As the hill

plimented him, and Achmet felt at 
peace with himself, and that he had 
Iven true to his salt,—Youth’s Com­ 
panion.

survey the passing 
trail!c, anon descending to scramble 
with sparrows for the contents of a 
cab horse’s split nosebag. 
In St. 
Jam es’ park the “ shy ringdove” wfoos 
his mate “coram publico” with an ab­ 
sence of shvness that would be ridicu-

lous were it not welcome testimony to 
the wisdom of our civilized protection 
of wild life. 
In the country a man 
has but to hold an umbrella or walk­ 
ing stick gunwise to make the wary 
wood pigeon three fields off rise and 
fly to a safer distance; in Leicester 
square or St. James’park a man might 
carry a whole bundle of guns and, 
provided that he had also bread crumbs 
to distribute, the wood pigeons would 
come to his feet to eat them. 
A very 
interesting struggle for existence is 
destined to take place in the near 
future between the ordinary London 
pigeon and the wild wood pigeon, in 
which it is not easy to say which will 
trium ph.—London Globe.

FORTUNATE IN THE SERVICE. 


Practical Patriotism of Virginia'* Kit-host 


M.III—Iliiiscd a Fine lioily of M«MI in Hi* 
Native Couutv—Th»y Out Double I'liy— 
OH'to the l'iiilli>i>liitt4-FJtte<l filiform*. 
"The richest mau in Virginia" is 


one of the most patriotic of the sons 
of the Old Dominion. 
His company 


of volunteers is p-obably the most for- 
tunate in the entire service of the na- 
tion. The men are to have a place in 
the army that is to invade the Phil- 
ippines, owing to the influence of their 
saptain; they have been piwided with 
auiforms at the expense of their cap- 
tain; their pay is double that of the 
jtker volunteers; and they will have 
extra care in the event of wounds or 
sickness. 
When the 
first call for 


troops was made there w.as no man 
more eager to respond than Joseph 
Willard, a member of the Virginia 
legislature, a lawyer in active practice 
at Fairfax Courthouse, and the son of 
the founder of Willard's hotel, for 
half a century the leading hostelry of 
the national capital. 
He offered him- 


self for enlistment as a private, but so 
many of the young men of the neigh- 
borhood asked him to be their leader 
that he was induced to raise a com- 
pany. 


As 'soon as it was known through- 


out the county that Joseph Willard 
wanted recruits there was a rush of 
young men to his headquarters. 
His 


only conditions of enlistment were 
that the men should be unmarried, 
able-bodied and citizens of Fairfax 
county. When he had the required 
number he selected a uniform suitable 
for a campaign in a tiopical climate 
and sent every man to a tailor to be 
fitted. He paid the bill and was sat- 
isfied, when, on reporting at Eich- 
moud, his company received the flat- 
tering notice of officials and veterans 
for its fine appearance. 
The young 


men are tall, as most Virginians are, 
and show the sound health of men 
who live in the open air. 
They are 


nearly all farmer boys and sons of 
veterans of the Confederate army. 
Nest they were informed by the cap- 
tain that he would pay out of his own 
pocket an additional £13, so that their 
pay -will be $2G a mouth. This is be- 
sause many of the families to which 
the boys belong have been partly de- 
pendent on them and must find it hard 
to carry on Che farms in their absence. 


Since the war began many families 


that were in comfortable circumstances 
have found it difficult to make a living 
on the few acres they are able to cul- 
tivate. 
The generosity of Captain 


Willard has made it easy for tLe mem- 
bers of his company to enlist, although 
it was not expected when they first 
affered themselves. Then their only 
inducement for joining this company 
was that Captain Willard was a daring 
and pushing man, of a fighting family, 
who would certainly be in the thick of 
*ny fighting that might be going on. 
When they were told of the promise 
k> send them to the Philippines Cap- 
tain Willard made a short speech that 
added enormously to the satisfaction 
af the parents of the boys. 
He said 


liis income, aside from the amount that 
is necessary to keep up his household 
and the like, is §1000 a day, and that 
as far as this sum would go the boys 
should lack nothing that money conld 
bny in event of wounds or sickness, or 
to preserve their health in a strange 
climate. 


After several weeks at Richmond 


the company has been ordered to • re- 
port at Camp Alger, where the boy* 
will be 
visited 
by relatives aiid 


friends for a farewell. ^It now seeuis 
beyond all doubt that they will soon 
start for Manila. 
Captain Willard 


himself leaves a wife and two young 
children. His wife is not less patri- 
otic than her husband and has taken 
the utmost interest anil pride ia the 
company. 
Captain Willard told her 


how eager he was to go to tha seat of 
war, as his blood had been boiling 
over the Spanish crueltj in Cuba; but 
he had resolved to abide by her de- 
cision, as there would be no lack of 
men to-take his placa. 
She did not 


hesitate, but told him to go. 


Nobody is surprised ut the bound- 


ing enthusiasm of Captain V/iliard if 
they happen to k'io;v the stock he 
springs from. 
Hi« father, for so 


many yea:s the 
licr.-l <>f Willard's 


hotel,was an officer in tje Union army 
and as snch was brought into contact 
with the most daring and efficient of 
all the Confederate spies ia the civil 
war. Thw was Miss Ford, the daugh- 
ter of a rich citizea of Fairfax Court- 
house. The old people are frill of 
reminiscences of her exploits, some 
of which were dangerous and re- 
quired the utmost personal courage 
and devotion to the Confederacy. 
She 


made many journeys between Wash- 
ington and Richmond when it was 
difficult to get through the Federal 


that time. 
But it all had no effect on 


her purpose, nud she continued to 
carry information and messages from 
one capital to the other. 
Miss Ford 


formed a romantic attachment for u 
Federal officer who hud been kind to 
her, and when her work was done she 
became his bride. 
After living hai>- 


pily with her husband and children

Complexity of Battleships. 


A writer in Cassier's Magazine, de- 


scribing the complexicy in a modern 
battleship, cites the Iowa, in which it 
may almost be said th'as nothing is 
done by hand except the opening and 
closing of throttles 
and pressing of 


electric buttons. Her guns are loaded, 
trained and fired, her ammunition 
hoisted, her turrets turned, her tor- 
pedoes—mechanisms of themselves— 
are tubed and ejected, the ship-steered, 
her boats hoisted out and in, the in- 
terior lighted 
and ventilated, the 


great searchlights operated and even 
orders transmitted 
from bridge or 


conning tower to all parts by mechan- 
ical appliances. Surely no more strik- 
ing view than this of the develop- 
ment of thirty-five years could be af- 
forded. 


This growth of complexity and elab- 


oration and this almost infinite multi- 
plication of parts and devices have en- 
tailed upon the naval architect and 
constructor demands and difficulties 
never dreamed of in earlier days. 
The staff required to design and con- 
struct an Iowa is multiplied in num- 
ber, and the complexity of its organi- 
zation is augmented as compared with 
that required for the design and con- 
struction of the New Ironsides almost 
indefinitely.

In the old days in the British navy 


it was possible to tell the rank of an 
officer by the notes of his voice. 
The 


captain gave his commands like a 
broadside. 
The 
lieutenant 
com- 


mander thundered a little le<*s loudly, 
the executive officer still less vehe- 
mently, while an ensign gave orders 
in a mild and apologetic tone. 


But in the modern navy the voice 


has given way to the bugle, and the 
clarion tones of this instrument ring 
through the ship at all hours of the 
day and for a part of the night. 
The 


sailor abuses it when it calls him from 
his hammock at the break of dawn, 
and blesses it when it gives him per- 
mission to "turn in" at night, or 
when it sounds the order for mess 
formation. 


In the hour of battle the bugle in- 


spires and directs; at sunset and sun- 
rise it calls all hands to salute the 
flag, as the national emblem is hauled 
down or hoisted; it may mean break- 
fast or a long, hard row, under a hot 
sun, or swabbing dowu the decks, or 
calling away the captain's gig, or 
"church," as the Sunday service on 
shipboard is called, or practice with 
the big guns, or inspection, or batal- 
liou drill—or half a hundred other 
things. 


An old sailor regards the bugle with 


scorn. 
To him it is only an innova- 


tion. 
A 
"whole bloomiu' band" 


would scarcely strike him as being more 
inappropriate, for the bugle on men-of- 
war is a thiug of so recent date iu our 
oavy, that the men who fought and 
died at the beginning of the civil war 
had never heard it. 


In the old daya it was the fife and 


drum v\ Inch gave warning that the 
enemy was in sight, and which sent 
the men to the guns. 
The old sailor 


still longs for the fife and drum, and 
for him no other music can have such 
attraction. 
It recalls the age of 


wooden ships, the age when muscle 
and brawn had not succumbed to steel 
and science, the age when men looked 
into the cannon's raouth at short 
range, when ship was lashed to ship, 
and "All hands repel boarders!" was j 
a familiar cry. 


The young recruit of the modern 


ironclad, perhaps, also sighs for the 
days of the fife and drum, as he listens 
to the many calls ol tlie bugle and 
struggles to learn the meaning of 
such, but necessity teaches the dullest, 
and, after a few weeks, the meaning 
of the bugle notes is as plain to him 
as the English language. 


At 5 o'clock in the morning,in sum- 


mer, and at 6 o'clock in winter, there 
comes that inevitable "ta,ra,ta-ta-ta," 
which means that he must bid adieu 
to slumber, fold up his hammock and 
stow it neatly away. 


At 7.50 o'clock the bugle sounds 


again, and the young sailor knows 
that the quartermaster is preparing 
to hoist the colors. 
Again, at 8 


o'clock, the bugle call is given, and 
ere the strains have died away the 
Stars and Stripes are waving at the 
stern. This ceremony is technically 
known as "colors." 


If the young man is on a ship the 


captain of which is fond of "form," 
the bugle will presently be heard 
summoning him. to fall in with his 
comrades for iness. 
Mess formation 


is not, however, gone through with on 
every ship. 


When the decks have been cleaned 


and muster or inspection is over, the 
captain may order practice at the 
guns, and the bugler gives the offi- 
cers' call, and ten minutes later the 
general call to quarters. 


While at quarters the bugle directs 


the men in the various exercises. 
It 


orders "commence firing," or "cease 
firing," or "train the starboard or 
port battery." 


Gun practice may be followed by 


battalion drill, for which the bugle 
sounds the assembly call, and then 
goes through the calls for dril* which 
are in use in the regular army. 


At the dinner hour the mess forian- 


tion call is sounded, and often, after 
dinner, the bugler may be heaii call- 
ing away one of the boats, or ]«?rhaps 
al! of them. 
There is a call fs-r each 


class of 
boats—launches, (,-itters, 


whaleboats. gigs and dingies, 
The 


boat call foHowe.l by one bias.; 
away the first cutter, by two 
the second cutter; by three blasts. th« 
third cutter. 


At ten minutes before sunset the 


bugle summons the quartermaster to 
the flagstaff, ar.d at siiaset it sounds 
"colors," when the llag is aanled 
down and slowed away in the iock«r. 
This ceremony is very impressive and 
pretty. 
On the flagship the band 


plays "The Star Spangled Banner," 
and everybody salutes the flag. If

Seyyd," the lord. He came into prom 
inence as a warrior in the army 
of 


Fernando 
I. 
This was probablj 


about the year 1025. Fernando accom 
plished a check of the Moslem con- 
quest, and Spain was equally divided 
between the Spanish and the Arabs, 
and in the fierce civil wars which fol- 
lowed Diaz found ample field for th« 
exploitation of his military genius, 
Toward the end of the eleventh cen- 
tury the Cid was wedded to a royaf 
bride.

a salute from two cannon planted in 
front of the depot.

of “ 1815.” 
During the civil war they 
lound their way from New Orleans to 
the transports of Port Chene,on Bayou 
Chene, this parish. 
When the Wash­ 
ington artillery were about to give 
their famous excursion here five years 
ago, Baron Natili had caused to be 
prepared old Fort Star, in order to 
lend a military aspect to the place. 
He was at a loss for guns to mount on 
his fort, 
when an old hunter and 
trapper told him that there were some 
submerged cannon at Fort Chene. 
The baron got together a crowd of 
men, and on a tug proceeded to what 
had been Fort Chene. 
Undergrowth 
and trees had destroyed all the for­ 
mation of the place, and it was only 
after many hours of search and hard 
labor that these cannon were pulled 
from the mud and mire into which 
they had toppled. 
They were then 
mounted on Fort Star, 
and when 
patriotism became rampant among the 
citizens of Morgan City a committee 
was selected to investigate the old 
guns. 
Two were found to be service­ 
able, and every rumor of good news 
and every carload of soldiers is treated 
to the roar of what was once one of 
the big guns of its day,—New Orleans 
Timea-Democrat.

A writer in Cassier’s Magaziile, de­ 
scribing the complexity in a modern 
battleship, cites the Iowa, iu which it 
may almost, be said thitf nothing is 
done by hand except the opening and 
closing of throttles and pressing oi 
electric buttons. Her guns are loaded, 
trained and fired, her ammunition 
hoisted, her turrets turned, her tor­ 
pedoes—mechanisms of themselves— 
are tubed and ejected, the ship-steered, 
her boats hoisted out and in, the in­ 
terior lighted 
and ventilated, 
the 
great searchlights operated and even 
orders transmitted 
from bridge or 
conning tower to all parts by mechan­ 
ical appliances. Surely no more strik­ 
ing view than this of the develop­ 
ment of thirty-five years could be af­ 
forded. 


This growth of complexity and elab­ 
oration and this almost infinite multi­ 
plication of parts and devices have en­ 
tailed upon the naval architect and 
constructor demands and difficulties 
never dreamed of in 
earlier days. 
The staff required to design and con­ 
struct an Iowa is multiplied in num­ 
ber, and the complexity of its organi­ 
zation is augmented as compared with 
that required for the design and con­ 
struction of tho New Ironsides almost 
indefinitely. 


Similar conditions apply to com­ 
mand and management, so that, while 
the building of a modern battleship 
entails enormous work and responsi­ 
bility on the naval architect, con­ 
structor and staff, the eilective use oi 
her as a tool in the trade of war pre­ 
sents an equal variety and intricacy 
of problems to students of the art oi 
uaval'warfare.

NAVAL OFFICERS fJO LONGER T H U N ­ 


DER OUT THEIR ORDERS,

In the old days in the British navy 
it was possible to tell the rank of an 
officer by the notes of his voice. 
The 
captain gave his commands like a 
broadside. 
The 
lieutenaut 
com­ 
mander thundered a little less loudly, 
the executive officer still less vehe­ 
mently, while an ensign gave orders 
in a mild and apologetic tone. 


But in the modern navy the voice 
has given way to the bugle, and tho 
clarion tones of this instrument ring 
through the ship at all hours of the 
day and for a part of the night. 
The 
sailor abuses it when it calls him from 
his hammock at the break of dawn, 
and blesses it when it gives him per­ 
mission to 
“ turn in” at night, or 
when it sounds the order for mess 
formation. 


In the hour of battle the bugle in­ 
spires and directs; at sunset and sun­ 
rise it calls all hands to salute the 
flag, as the national emblem is hauled 
down or hoisted; it may mean break­ 
fast or a long, hard row, under a hot 
sun, or swabbing down the decks, or 
calling away the captain’s gig, or 
“ church,” as the Sunday service on 
shipboard is called, or practice with 
the big guns, or inspection, or Imtal- 
lion drill—or half a hundred other 
things. 


An old sailor regards the bugle wfith 
scorn. 
To him it is only an innova­ 
tion. 
A 
“ whole bloomin’ band” 
would scarcely strike him as being more 
inappropriate,for the bugle onmen-of- 
war is a thing of so recent date in our 
navy, that the men who fought and 
died at the beginning of the civil war 
had never heard it. 


In the old days it was the fife and 
drum which gave warning that the 
enemy was in sight, and which sent 
the men to the guns. 
The old sailor 
still longs for the fife and drum, and 
for him no other music can have such 
attraction. 
It recalls the age 
of 
wooden ships, the age when muscle 
and brawn had not succumbed to steel 
and science, the age when men looked 
into the cannon’s mouth at short 
range, when ship was lashed to ship, 
and “ All hands repel boarders!” was 
a familiar cry. 


The young recruit of the modern 
ironclad, perhaps, also sighs for the 
days of the fife and drum, as he listens 
to the many calls oi the bugle and 
struggles to learn the meaning oil 
such, but necessity teaches the dullest, 
and, after a few weeks, tho meaning 
of the bugle notes is as plain to him 
as the English language. 


At 5 o’clock in the morning, in sum­ 
mer, and at 6 o’clock in winter, there 
comes that inevitable “ ta,ra,ta-ta-ta,” 
which means that he must bid adieu 
to slumber, fold up his hammock and 
stow it neatly away. 


At 7.50 o’clock the bugle sounds 
again, and the young sailor knows 
that the quartermaster is preparing 
to hoist the colors. 
Again, at 8 
o’clock, the bugle call is given, and 
ere the strains have died away the 
Stars and Stripes are waving at the 
stern. 
This ceremony is technically 
known as “ colors.” 


If the young man is on a ship the 
captain of which is fond of “ form,” 
the bugle will presently be heard 
summoning him to fall in with his 
?omrades for mess. 
Mess formation 
is not, however, gone through with on 
every ship. 


When the decks have been cleaned 
and muster or inspection is over, the 
captain may order practice at the 
guns, and the bugler gives the offi­ 
cers’ call, and ten minutes later the 
general call to quarters. 


While at quarters the bugle directs 
the men in the various exercises. 
It 
orders “ commence firing,” or “ cease 
firing,” or 
“ train the starboard or 
port battery.” 


Gun practice may be follojy<$d by 
battalion drill, for which the bugle 
sounds the assembly call, and then 
goes through the calls for drili which 
are in use in the regular army, 


At the dinner hour the mess forma­ 
tion call is sounded, and ofte«, after 
dinner, the bugler may be heai-i call­ 
ing away one of the boats, or j^rhaps 
all of them. 
There is a call Ur each 
class of 
boats—launches, 
cotters, 
whaleboats, gigs and dingier 
The 
boat call followed by one blaVi calls 
away the first cutter, 
by two Plants, 
the second cutter; by three blauta, the 
third cutter. 


At ten minutes before sunset tho 
bugle summons the quartermaster to 
the flagstaff, and at sunset it sounds 
“ colors,” when the flag is natiled 
down and stowed away in the locker. 
This ceremony is very impressive and 
pretty. 
On the flagship the band 
plays “ The Star Spangled Banner,” 
and everybody salutes the flag. 
If 
gome of the officers are below dining, 
“ colors” always brings them to their 
feet and they face the stern and 
■alute. 


It is aftsr the evening mess that the 
Bailor finds himself at leisure and he 
smokes his pipe and lies on the deck 
forward and swaps yarns w'ith his 
messmates, or ioms in the chorus of 
som^inmiJiar old tune which has dona 


duty to the forecastle for generations 
But his hours for recreation como tc 
an end all too 30011, for at 9 o clod* 
the o m n i p r e s e n t bugler sounds thi 
“ tattoo,” which is quickly followed bj 
“ taps,” and presently the sailor r 
rocking in his hammock a n d dropping 
off to sleep.—Philadelphia Times. 


SPAIN’S 
NATIONAL HERO-

Spain’s traditions of chivalry, nobil 
ity and exploit are derived chiefl; 
from the chronicles concerning th< 
popular Iberian hero, El Cid, or E 
Oampeador, whose fame is preserve 
in legend, song and lore. 
The Cid v 
a sort of mediaeval Achilles, and the 
quasi epic in w’hich his deeds are re 
counted may be compared w ith thi 
Iliad in so far as both have a basis ir 
history, and both stand together a? 
unrivaled examples of theexuberauc# 
of a pootic fancy that is prone to deifj 
and worship its own 
manufactures. 
Spain has a regard for her hero that i? 
as wildly extravagant as the characte 
of her people would lead one to ex 
pect. 
The Cid and his apotheosis b? 
the Spanish have no parallel. 


The flesh out of which this ido 
grew was Rodrigo Diaz of Bivar. Thf 
name Cid comes froni the Arabic “ E 
Seyyd,” the lord. He came into pvom 
inence as a warrior in the army oi 
Fernando 
I. 
This w*as probablj 
about the year 1025. Fernando accom 
plished a check of the Moslem con^ 
quest, and Spain was equally divided 
between the Spanish and the Arabs, 
and in the fierce civil wars wfhich fob 
lowed Diaz found ample field for tin 
exploitation of his military genius* 
Toward the end of the eleventh cen­ 
tury the Cid was wedded to a royal 
bride. 
Ximena, the daughter of the 
Count Oviedo, 
She was the grand 
daughter of the King Alfonso V., and 
this fact in the story of the Cid ii 
verified by historians, who have the 
original marriage contract as evidence. 


About this time Rodrigo fought in 
the war between Motamid, King oi 
Seville, and the King of Granada, 
Abdallah. 
Abdallah had the aid and 
comfort of the great Garcia Ordonez. 
This piince of the blood was seen bj 
Rodrigo, who begged him to recant 
his disloyal agreement and return to 
his lawful master. 
But Ordonez 
refused, and the battle w*as fought 
without the wralls of 
Seville. 
The 
Cid routed his enemies and brought 
back great store of treasure and many 
prisoners. 
Ordonez, treacherous to 
the last, persuaded Alfonzo that Rod­ 
rigo had stolen the tribute from Se­ 
ville, and the Cid was banished. Then 
began the exploits which have fur­ 
nished the theme of the grand national 
l^oem of España. 
The Cid was found 
fighting the Moors now, and now the 
Spaniards. 
Crescent or cross were 
alike to him, providing he wras always 
in blood and always robbing some one 
of treasure—in which he proved him­ 
self a genuine Spaniard. 
He led his 
army against Valencia, a city that had 
aroused the cupidity of the Moor and 
Christian. 
It fell before the Cid’s 
army of 7000 men after withstanding 
a seige of nine months. The slaughter 
which 
followed the surrender—the 
terms of which were every one ru th ­ 
lessly violated by the Cid—was trulj 
Spanish. 
No Moslem soldier could 
have equalled it. 
For four years ha 
ruled, it would appear, with much 
justice, but was at last beaten by Al* 
moravides, and died in a fit of anger 
and grief. 
When it is said that Rod­ 
rigo wras a savage fighter all is said 
that can be said in his praise. He wi*£ 
a barbarian compared with the Sara­ 
cens he conquered and who conquered 
him. 
It would seem the Spanish poet 
could have selected a better hero foi 
his quasi epic. 
I t is the Cid of the 
poet’s imagination that lives and that 
inspires the Weylers, the Polaviejai 
and the Camaras of today, and thej 
are all poor relations of the original 
— Chicago Times-Herald. 


Coal Briquette». 


Coal briquettes are made very ex­ 
tensively and used in Germany, France, 
Russia and Belgium. 
In Germany a 
large part of the output of brown coal, 
which is too friable to stand handling, 
is utilized in this way. 
In tho United 
States very little has been done iu 
this line. 
A factory for making bri« 
quettes from anthracite coal dust was 
put up at Rondout, 
N. Y., about fif­ 
teen years ago, but it did not prove a 
paying business, and was abandoned. 
About a year ago a plant for making 
briquettes from 
Texas lignite was 
built by a firm in Philadelphia. 
The 
reasons why briquettes are not made 
in this country seem to be purely com 
mercial. 
The 
manufacture is not 
¡profitable as long as good coal sells al 
present prices. 
In some parts of the 
country, as on the Pacific coast, where 
coal is high in price, 
they might be 
introduced to advantage.—Engineer 
ing and Mining Journal.

Havana, Aug. 24.—The Spanish cruls- 
tr Infanta Isabel left Havana on the 
Uth inrft. and arrived In the vicinity of 
Gibara on tho 16th. IBefore entering the 
port she hoisted a flag of truee.»The 
United States gunboat Nashville, which 
was in port, inquired if she carried 
documents for the American ship. The 
Isabel answered in tho negative, and 
signaled that the peace protocol had 
been signed. The news ^'\'as received 
aboard the Nashville enthusiastically, 
the crew cheering and chouting. 
The 
Infanta Isabel's crew responded with 
vivas for the king. When the Infanta 
Isabel entered Iho port an American 
oUlcer boarded her and informed her 
commander that the town was in the 
hands of General Calixto Carcia. 


At 5 o'cloclc on the morning of the 
171h inst. a number of Spanish 
and 
American oflicers went ashore together. 
They were met at the landing by Col- 
onel Alfredo Arango, General Garcia's 
adjutant, who with three n^cn escortcd 
them to Auras, -where the 
insurgent 
escort remained, while the Americans 
and 
Spanish 
oiTicers 
proceediid 
to 
Aguas Claras to deliver documents to 
General Luque. 


At 3 a. m. on Aug. 18 there arrived 
at Gibara from Key West an Ameri- 
can transport 
\ Y i t h provisions for the 
American troops. 


General Luque, upon abandoning Gi- 
bara, proceeded with his truops by way 
of Mayari to Holguin. 


It is reported that General Calixto 
Garcia, after entering Gibara, assault- 
ed the custom 
house 
administrator, 
slapping Ills face, and afterward or- 
.dk^rtWt ji^gj'o^to beat him with u-inu- 
chete. It is also said that General Gar- 
cia demanded money from the Gibara 
merchants. 
The merchants refused to 
fcom])ly with his demand, 
whereupi)n 
he ordered that they should pay double 
the amount oi his first exaction. 
Gen- 
eral Garcia also ordered tlie arrest of 
over 100 Spanish residents who were 
liberated before the arrival of the In- 
fanta. Isabel. 
The commander of the 
Nashville said he had no troops ashore, 
but that he would not allow the in- 
habitants to be ill treated. 


It Is reported that General Garcia re- 
signed on the liith inst., and that his 
command was taken over by the lead- 
er. Luis Feria. 
It was also said that 
General 
Garcia was 
about 
to 
leave 
Gibara. 
Nothing is known, however, 
in ofTieial circles regarding the report 
that Garcia had resigned and that his 
resignation had been accepted by the 
Cuban government. 
A person who is 
in a position to be well informed says 
he believes the report, but 
insurgent 
sympathizers'deny it. 
Lack of means 
of communication prevents an authori- 
tative confirmation or denial of the re- 
port being obtained. 


Advices from the authorities at Nue- 
va Paz and neighboring places have 
been published In Havana local

pers denying the reports of recent out- 
rugps.

Aug. 23.—A document 
entirely unique in the annals of war- 
fare was cabled last night to the wai; 
department by General Shafter. It ia 
in the form of d congratulatory fare- 
well address Issued to the soldiers of 
the American army by Pedro Lopez 
De Castillo, a private Spanish soldier, 
on behalf of 11.000 Spanish soldiers. No 
similar document perhaps was ever be- 
fore issued to a victorious army by a 
vanquished enemy. The president, was 
most Impressed by the address, 
and 
after reading it carefully authorized its 
publication. Following is the text of 
the address, which Is addressed to Gen- 
eral Shafter: 


"Sir: The Spanish soldiers who capi- 
tulated in this place on the 16th of July 
last, recognizing your high and just po- 
sition, pray that through'you all the 
courageous and noble soldiers 
under 
your command may rcceive our good 
wishes and farewell which we send 
them on embarking for our 
beloved 
Spain. For this favor, which we have 
no doubt you will grant, you will gain 
the everlasting gratiludts and consider- 
ation of 11,000 Spanish soldiers who are 
your most humble servants." 


Also tlie following letter addressed to 
the soldiers of the American army: 


"We would not be fulfilling our duty 
as well born men, in whose 
breast" 
there 
live 
gratitude 
and 
courtesy, 
should 
we embark 
for our 
beloved 
Spain without sending to you our most 
cordial and sincere good wishes and 
farewell. Wo fought you with 
ardor, 
with all our strength, endeavoring lo 
gain 
the 
victory, 
but 
without 
the 
slightest rancor or hate towards th^: 
American nation. We have been van- 
quished by you (no our geneials ajj^ 
chiefs judged in signing the capitula- 
tion), but our surrender and the bloody 
battles preceding it have left in our 
souls no place for resentment against 
the men who fought us nobly and val- 
iantly. You fought and acted in com- 
pliance with the same call of duty 
as 
we, for we all but represent tho power 
of our respective states. 


"You fought us as men, face to face, 
and 
wi^h 
great 
courage, 
as 
before 
stated, a Quality which we had not 
met \C'ith during the three years we 
have carried oh this war against 
a 
people without religion, without morals, 
without 
conscience 
and 
of 
doubtful 
origin, 
who could 
not 
confront 
the 
enemy, but hidden, shot their 
noble 
victims from ambush and 
then 
im- 
mediately iled. This was tho kihd of 
warfare we hsd to sustain in this..un- 
fortunate land. You have complied' ex- 
actly with all tlio laws and usuages of 
war as recognized by the armies of the 
most civilized nations of the world; 
have given 
honorable 
burial 
to 
the 
dead of the vanniilshed; have cured 
their wounded with great 
humanity: 
have 
respected 
and 
cared 
for 
your 
prisoners and t h P i r comfort, and. lastly, ' 
to us, whose cond 11ion was 
terrible, 
you have given freely of food, of your 
stock 
of 
medicines 
and 
you 
have 
honored us with distinction and cour- 
tesy, for after the 
fighting 
the two 
armies mingled with the utmost har- 
mony. 


'•With this high sentiment of 
ap- 
preciation from r s all, there remains 
but to express our farewell, and with 
the greatest sincerity we wish you all 
happiness and health in this land which 
will no longer belong to our dear Spain, 
but will be yours who have conquered 
it by force and watered it with your 
blood, as your conscience called for, 
under the demand of civilization and 
humanity. But the descendants of tho 
Congo and of Guinea, n;iing]ed with the 
bloQd of unscrupulous ' Spaniards and 
of fraders and adventurers, 
are

able to exercise or enjoy their liberty, 
for they will find It a burden to comply 
with the laws which govern civilized 
communities,"

aud the needful consent Is ncvfer Avith- 
held. ^ Then a priest is sent for and told 
to begin the ceremony. 
l i e takes a 
very long girdle and joins all the men 
with U in a circle, In the center 
of 
which the young girl is placed. 
Then 
cho clprgyman recites a number of pray- 
ers and Avlnds up by giving his benedic- 
tion to all present. 
Tho moment he 
pronounces the last amen tho circle and 
Its center stand in the relation of broth- 
ers and sister to each other to all re- 
ligious and social intents and purposes. 
Each and every one of the males ia 
bound in honor—and a Cretan knows 
no more sacred obligation—to protect 
that girl throughout her life, but none 
of them can ever take her for his Avlfe. 
She Is and remains their sister in the 
eyes of the priost and people to the end 
of her days. 
But thoy must also stand 
by and succor each other, and if needs 
be at the cost of life itself.

housework, spend at this task. 
Whi.e 
it is an important feature, it .^eems to 
count for so little, and is very disagree- 
able to a great many. 


Its particular tendency is to spread 
itself over a good part of the day, and 
the only way to limit it is to hurry it 
through. 
For this reason it is very 
trying to see young girls dawdle or 
frolic over a mess of dainty dishes, 
and let the job hang on half of the 
afternoon or morning. 


As it has always been necessary for 
aie to ^urn off work with the 
least 
possible entlay of strength an^I time, 
I have learned to manage 
dish-wash- 
ing, as well as almost any kind of 
work, in a better way than the one 
tirst taught me. 


AVhile I worked alone I used 
two 
large pans of hot water and a wooden 
bowl with a hole in the bottom for 
drainage. 
Glassware was washed lii'st 
and wiped from the suds. 
Then fol- 
lowed the silverwu-e, and after that I 
hustled the dishes through both pans 
and into the bowl, where they drained 
and dried until I was ready to put 
them awny or return them to the ta- 
ble.

lu the early stages of 
tho 
Auglo- 
Egyptinn advance up the Nile in 
several thousand soldiers of all colors, 
with 
camels, horses, 
mules, 
guns, 
wagons, gunboats in sections, and the 
end of an unfinished raih'oad, 
were 
waiting at "Wady Haifa for tho Nile to 
rise suliiciently to permit the naviga- 
tion of the Second Cataract. 
Mean- 
while, detached bodies of the ciivalry 
and 
camel-coriDs 
-were 
continually 
scouring the surrounding desert for 
marauding parties of the enemy. 


A troop of two hundred men, under 
Captain Somerville, one day sighted a 
strong force of dervishes about 
five 
miles from Anika, and 
gave 
chase— 
and a long chase it proved. 
As they 
advanced farther into the desert, little 
knots 
of Arabs 
were 
continually 
springing 
up from nowhere, 
as it 
seemed, and joining the enemy. 


Captain Somervilleand his two hun- 
dred charged, -with shouts and a brisk 
fire of revolvers 
and 
carbines, 
and 
were met in the most provoking man- 
ner possible. 
The dervishes did not 
meet the shock, but scattered, and as 
the troopers rode in, the dervishes 
closed round and engulfed the little 
force. 
In half a minute 
the whole 
scene went out in a cloud of dust and 
smoke, 
through which vaguely 
ap- 
peared black faces and arms, 
flashing 
eyes, squealing,bobbling camel-heads, 
with the mingled reek of gunpowder, 
ill-smelling hot leather 
and camel's- 
hair dominating the whole. 


There was sharp, close 
fighting 
as 
the British force strove to cut its waj' 
through, -which it finally succeeded in 
doing, and made for a small hillock 
dotted with rough 
black 
boulders. 
Every 
soldier dismounted, 
dropped 
behind one of these and oi^ened a hot 
fire that checked pursuit. 


To Captain Somerville,at five o'clock 
in the afternoon, the situation did not 
seem comforting. 
The men had little 
water in their flasks: their 
cartridges 
were few. 
They could not hope for 
aid from Wady Haifa, ten miles away, 
unless word could be sent through. 


When the captain called for a mes- 
senger, every 
one 
volunteered to 
undertake the hazardous service. Only 
three 
were 
selected—an 
English 
trooper of the Staflbrdshire regiment, 
an iigyptian 
subaltern, and Achniet 
Ben Houssain, a 3'onug member of the 
friendly Arab scouts, 


Achmet was a youngster of 
about 
seventean, proud in the possession of 
a dromedary, a Martini and a belt of 
cartridges. 
He had joined the force 
with his father and most of his tribe, 
as free scouts. 
The 
threo Avere to 
leave tho camp sej^arately, as soon as 
it became dark. 


When the 
swift 
darkness 
of old 
Egypt came on, the English 
trooper 
shook 
hands 
with 
his 
comrades, 
tightened his bolt and crept oil'down 
into the gloom on foot. The Egyptian 
subaltern followed without a word to 
any one. 


Lastly young Achmet sailed out on 
his 
beloved 
dromedary, 
and

menced to ride around tho hillock in

Shouts 
followed him, 
then 
several^ bullets 
spit sharply as they struck into tho 
sand ahead. 


Jn another moment suspicion seemed 
to have 
become 
conviction 
in the 
Mahdist mind. Achmet heard the bub- 
bling grunts of camels being pulled 
up, and then the heavy 
padding of 
big feet in tho rear. 
On he galloped. 


And noM^ he heard news of anotlicr 
bf the three messengeis. 
As the hill 
faded out in the darkness, there wa^ 
a second outburst of angry cries and 
a few shots. Achmet felt a little thrill 
as he realized that on him alone de- 
ponded the rescue of tlietwo hundred. 
The dervishes in pursnit were

The boy sprang clear with an agile 
bound, and stood for a moment in dis- 
may.

the hillock in the desert, and all the

The few words of 
grave comiuendatiou from his tribes- 
men impresFed liini more than all, 
except the fact that 
he was oifered 
rides and camels enough to supply an 
arsenal or a cai'avau. 
Captain Somer- 
ville shook hands with him and com- 
plimented him, and Achmet 
felt at 
peace with himself, and that he had 
Iven true to his salt.—Youth's

"Wiltl IJirds In Lomlon. 


Twenty years ago who would nox 
have laughed at the suggestion that it 
might be necessary to place a wire en- 
tanglemeut round the trunk of the 
tree in the Bank of England

cat from eating the wild wood i3igeon3 
nesting therein? It would have seemed 
almost as reasonable to muzzle the 
lions at the Zoo for fear they should 
catch and cat the dodo, or to barricade 
Exetev hall during the May meetings 
to keep out tho uninvited boa con- 
strictor. 
Yet the wild wood pigeons 
of the city of Loudon are an accom- 
plished aud very familiar fact. 
In 
Leicester square, which some of us 
remember as a derelict tangle of weeds 
M'ith the riderless horse of a broken 
equestrian statue in the middle, there 
are now trees from which the nesting 
wood 
pigeons 
survey 
the 
passing 
traflic, anon descending to scramble 
with sparrows for the contents of a 
cab horse's 
split nosebag. 
I n 
St. 
James* park the "shy ringdove" woos 
his mate ''coram publico" with an ab- 
sence of shyness that would be ridicu- 
lous were it not welcome testimony to 
the wisdom of our civilized protection 
of wild life. 
In the country a man 
has but to hold an umbrella or walk- 
ing stick giinwise to make the wary 
wood pigeon three fields off rise and 
fly to a safer distance; 
in Leicester 
square or St. James'park a man might 
carry a whole bundle of guns and, 
provided that he had also bread crumbs 
to distribute, the wood pigeons would 
come to his feet to eat them. 
A very 
interesting struggle for existence is 
destined to take place in the near 
future between the ordinary London 
pigeon and the wild wood pigeon, in 
Avhich it is not easy to say which will 
triumph.—Loudon Globe.

in Virginia*' is 
one of the most patriotic of the sons 
of the Old Dominion. 
His 
company 
of volnnteevs is p"olmbly the most for- 
tunnte in the entire service of the na- 
tion. Tho men are to have a jilace in 
the army that is to invade the^ Phil- 
ippines, owin»? to the inliuencB of their 
captain; they have been provided with 
uniforms at the expense of their cap- 
tain; their ])ay is double that of tho 
Dther voliinteers; and they will have 
oxtra care in tho event of ^vounds or 
sickneas. 
When 
the 
first call for 
broops was made there w.as no man 
more eager to respond than 
Joseph 
VVillard, a member 
of tho 
Virginia 
legislature, a lawyer in active practice 
dt Fairfax Courthouse, and the son of 
the founder 
of Willard's hotel, for 
half a century the leading hostelry of 
the national capital. 
He offered him- 
self for enlistment as a private, but so 
many of the young men of tho neigh- 
borhood asked him to be their leader 
that he was induced to raise a com- 
pany. 


As'soon as it was knoAvn through- 
out the county that Joseph Willard 
wanted recruits there was a rush 
of 
young men to his headquarters. 
His 
only conditions of 
eulistment were 
that the men should 
be 
unmarried, 
able-bodied and citizens of Fairfax 
county. 
Whon he had the required 
number he selected a uniform suitable 
for a campaign in a tropical climate 
and sent every man to a tailor to be 
fitted. 
He paid the bill and was sat- 
isfied, when, on reporting 
at 
Kich- 
moud, his company received the liat- 
tering notice of oilicials and 
veterans 
for its fine a])pearance. 
Tho young 
men are tall, as most Virginians are, 
and show the 
sound 
health of men ; 
who live in the open air. 
They are | 
nearly all farmer boys and 
sons of 
veterans of the Confederate 
army. 
Next they were informed by the cap- 
tain that he would ]?ay out of his own 
pocket an additional 
so that their , 
pay will be $2(5 a month. 
This is be- ; 
3ause many of the families to which 
the boys belong have been partly de- > 
pendent on them and must find it hard 
bo carry on £he farms in their absence. 


Since the war began many families 
that werein comfortable circumstances 
have found it difficult to make a living 
on the few acres they are able to^ cul- 
tivate. 
The generosity of. Captain 
Willard has made it easy for tLo mem- 
bers of bis company to enlist, although 
it was not expected when they first 
offered themselves. 
Then their only 
inducement for joining this company 
was that Captain Willard was a daring 
And pushing man, of a fighting family, 
who would certainly be in the thick of 
M\y fighting that might be going on. 
When they were told of the promise 
lo send them to the Philippines 
Cap- 
tain Willard made a short speech that 
added enormously to the satisfaction 
of the parents of the boys. 
Ho said 
his income^ aside from the amount that 
is necessary to keep up his household 
and the like, is $1000 a day, and that 
;is far as this sum would go the boys 
should lack nothing that money could 
buy in event of wounds or sickness,or 
to preserve their health in a strange 
climate. 


After several weeks at Richmond 
the company has been ordered to* re- 
port at Camp Alger, where the boys 
will be 
Visited 
by relatives 
and 
friends for a farewell, ^ t now seeuis 
beyond all doubt that they will soon 
start for 
Manila. 
Captain 
Willard 
himself leaves a wife and two young 
children. 
His wife is not less patri- 
otic than her 
husband and has taken 
the utmost interest and pride 
in Ihe 
company. 
Captain Willnrd 
told her 
how eager lie was to go to the seat of 
war, as his blood had 
been 
boiling 
over the Spanish cruelty in Cuba; but 
he had resolved to abide by her de- 
cision, as there would be no lack of 
men to-take his placa. 
She did not 
hesitate, but told hiui to go. 


Nobody is surprised lU tho bound- 
ing entlmsiasin of Captain Willard if 
they happen to k»iow tiie stock he 
aprings from, 
Hi^ father, 
for so 
many yea s 
the liead of 
Willard's 
hotel, was an oilioer in tho Union army 
and as such was brought into contact 
with the most daring and efiicieut of 
all tho Confederate spies in the civil 
war. 
This was Miss Ford, the daugh- 
ter of a rich citizen of Fairfax Court- 
house, 
The old people are full of 
reminiscences of laer exploits, some 
of which were dangerous 
and vet 
quired the utmost 
personal 
courage 
and devotion to the Confederacy. 
She 
made many journeys between Wash- 
mgton and Kichmond 
when it was 
difficult to get 
through the 
Federal 
lines, 
SometiniiiiS she was disguised 
and needed all the talent of an actress 
to elude the suspicious officers. 
At 
one time the authorities at Washing- 
ton, resolved to deal severely with all 
jipies, regardless of sex or family in- 
tluonco. 
Miss 
Ford's 
friends 
at 
tempted to persuade her to 
abandon 
her enterprise or to suspend her trips 
for a time. 
Even 
the Confederate 
ofiQciala who profited by her 
work 
warned her that it would be too hax- 
Atdoue to attempt another louruev at 


that time. 
But it all had no effect on 
her purpose, and she oontinuod 
to 
carry information and messages from 
one capital to the other. 
Miss Ford 
formed a romantic 
attachment for a 
Federal officer who had been kind to 
her, and when her Avork was done she 
bpcame his bride. 
After living hap- 
pily with her husband 
and 
children 
for some years at Fairfax Courthouse, 
she died there. 
Her husband also is 
dead, the property going to 
Joseph 
Willin'd,the son. 


Captain Willard was born 
at Fair 
iix Courthouse, and after a careful 
education he took up the 
study of 
the law. 
Ho was admitted to tho bat 
while quite young and Avent to work 
as though his daily broad depended 
.on 
it. 
He is bright, well-informea 
and a good speaker. 
Ho was elected 
to the lower house of the Legislature, 
and it is only a question of time when 
ho will occupy a seat in Congress. He 
inherited from his father tho Willard'p 
hotel property and the Ebbett House 
and 
from hi's mother 
considerable 
property in Virginia. 
Although he is 
commonly referred to as ''the richest 
man in Virginia," he is unassuming.— 
New York Sun.

trade of England became located

Worsted, about

from 
Norwich, and it was at this place that 
the manufacture of the twisted double 
tcread of woolen, 
afterwards called 
worsted, was first made,

Linsey-Woolsey 
was first 
made at Linsey, and was for a long 
time a very popular fabric. 
Kersey- 
mere takes its name from the 
village 
of Kersey, and the mere close by 
it, 
in the county of Suffolk. 
We have to 
thank (xaza, in Palestine, the gates of 
which Sampson carried away, for gaze 
or gauze. 
Gaza means ''treasure;" 
and precious to the fair is the 
tissue 
w^hich covers without concealing their 
charms. Voltaire, wishing to describe 
some intelleclual but perhaps 
some 
dressy woman, said, "She is an eagle 
in a cage of gauze.*' 
Muslin OAves its 
name to Mossoul, a fortified town 
in 
Turkey iu Asia. 
Tulle obtains 
its 
name from that of a city in the south 
of France. 
Travelers by rail in Brit- 
tany often glide past Guingamp with- 
out remembering that it was here that 
was first produced that useful fabric 
gingham. 
Damask derives its 
name 
from the city of JJumascus; calico from 
Calicut, a town in India 
formerly 
celebrated for its cotton cloth, 
and 
there also calico was printed; cambric 
from Cambray, a town in 
Flanders, 
where it Avas'first made; and 
tweed 
from a fabric worn by fishermen upon 
the river Tweed.—Self Culture.

City, La., each train was greeted with

During the civil war they 
found their way from NeAv Orleans to 
the transports of l^ort Cheue,on Bayou 
Chene, this parish. 
When the Wash- 
ington artillery 
Avere about to give 
their famous excursion here five years 
ago. Baron 
Natili had caused to be 
prepared old Fort 
Star, in order to 
lend a military 
aspect to the place. 
He Avas at a loss for guns to mount on 
his fort, Avhen an 
old hunter and 
trapi)er told him that there Avere some 
submerged 
cannon 
at Fort 
Cheue. 
The baron got together 
a crowd of 
men, and on a tug proceeded to what 
had been Fort Chene. 
UndergroAvth 
and trees had destroyed all the for- 
mation of the place, and it was only 
after many hours of search and hard 
labor that these cannon 
Avere pulled 
from the mud and mire into which 
they had toppled. 
They 
Avere then 
mounted 
on Fort 
Star, 
and Avhen 
patriotism became rampant among the 
citizens of Morgan 
City a committee 
Avas selected 
to investigate the old 
guns. 
Two Avere found to be service- 
able, and every rumor of good neAvs 
and every carload of soldiers is treated 
to the roar of Avhat 
Avas once one of 
the big guns of its day.—New Orleans 
Times-Democrat.

In tho old days in the British navy 
it Avas possible to tell the rank of an 
officer by the notes of his voice. 
The 
captain gave his commands 
like a 
broadside. 
The 
lieutenant 
com- 
mander thundered a little le^s loudly, 
the executive officer still less vehe- 
mently, while an ensign gave orders 
in a mild and apologetic tone. 


But in the modern navy the voice 
has given Avay to the bugle, and the 
clarion tones of this instrument ring 
through the ship at all hours of the 
dav and for a part of the night. 
The 
sailor abuses it Avhen it calls him from 
his hammock at the break of daAvn, 
and blesses it Avhen it gives him per- 
mission 
to 
'Hum 
in" at night, or 
Avhen it sounds the order for mess 
formation. 


In the hour of battle the bugle in- 
spires and directs; at sunset and sun- 
rise it calls all 
hands to 
salute the 
flag, as the national emblem is haulod 
doAvn or hoisted; it may mean break- 
fast or a long, hard roAV, under a hot 
sun, or sAvabbing doAvu the decks, or 
calling 
aAvay the 
captain's 
gig, or 
''church," as the Sunday service on 
shipboard is 
called, or practice 
A v i t h 
tho big guns, or inspection, or batal- 
lion 
drill—or 
half 
a hundred other 
things. 


An old sailor regards the bugle with 
scorn. 
To him it is only an innova- 
tion. 
A 
'Svhole bloomin' 
band" 
would scarcely strike him as being more 
inappropriate, for the bugle on men-of- 
war is a thing of so recent dato in our 
navy, that the men 
Avho fought and 
rlied at the beginning of the civil Avar 
had never heard it. 


In the old days it Avas the fife and 
drum Avhich gave Avarning that the 
enemy Avas in sight, and Avhich sent 
the men to the guns. 
The old sailor 
Btill longs for the fife and drum, aud 
for him no other music can have such 
attraction. 
It recalls the age 
of 
wooden ships, tho ago Avhen muscle 
and braAvn had not succumbed to steel 
and science, the age Avhen men looked 
into the cannon's 
mouth 
at short 
range, Avhen ship was lashed to ship, 
and "All hands repel boarders!" was 
a familiar cry. 


The young recruit of the modern 
ironclad, perhaps, also sighs for the 
days of the fife and drum, as he listens 
to the many calls or the bugle and 
struggles to learn 
the meaning of 
such, but necessity teaches the dullest, 
and, after a feAv weeks, tho meaning 
of the bugle notes is as plain to him 
as the English language. 


At 5 o'clock in the morning,in sum- 
mer, and at 6 o'clock in winter, there 
comes that inevitable ''ta,ra,ta-ta-ta," 
which means that he must bid adieu 
to slumber, fold up his hammock and 
BtoAv it neatly away. 


At 7.50 o'clock 
the bugle sounds 
again, and the young sailor knows 
that the quartermaster 
is preparing 
to hoist the colors. 
Again, 
at 
8 
o'clock, the bugle call is given, and 
ere the strains 
have 
died 
aAvay the 
Stars and Stripes 
are 
Avaving al the 
stern. 
This 
ceremony is technically 
known as ''colors." 


If the young man is on a ship the 
captain of which is fond of 
"form," 
the bugle 
A v i l l 
presently be 
hoard 
summoning him 
to fall in 
A v i t h his 
?omrades for mess. 
Mess formation 
is not, howeA^er,gone through with on 
every ship. 


When the decks have been cleaned 
and muster or inspection is over, the 
captain may order practice 
at 
the 
guns, and the 
bugler gives the offi- 
cers' call, and ten 
minutes 
later the 
general call to quarters. 


While at quarters the bugle directs 
the men in the various exercises. 
It 
orders "commence firing," or 
"cease 
firing," 
or 
"train the starboi<vd or 
port battery," 


Gun practice may be follo.A'«d by 
battalion drill, for which 
the bugle 
sounds the assembly 
call, aud then 
goes through the calls for drili which 
are in use in the regular army. 


At the dinner hour the mesa fornm- 
tion call is sounded, and ofteii, after 
dinner, the bugler may be beavi call- 
ing aAvay one of the boats, or i^rhaps 
all of them. 
There is a call f<^•r each 
class of 
boats—launches, 
c;atters, 
whaleboats, gigs and dingieii, 
The 
boat call followed by one blaVi calls 
aAvay the first cutter, 
by two •i)lauta, 
the second cutter; by three blabts, the 
third cutter. 


At ten minutes 
before sunaei tho 
bugle summons the quartermaster to 
the fiagstaft; and at sunset it «ounda 
"colors," when 
the 
flag 
is nauled 
doAvn and stoAved away in the locker. 
This ceremony is very impressive and 
pretty. 
On the 
flagship 
the band 
plays ''The Btar iSpangled Banner," 
and everybody salutes 
the Aug. 
If 
Bome of the officers are beloAv dining, 
•'colors" always brings them to their 
feet and they 
face the 
stern 
and 
•alute. 


It is aftsr the evening mess that the 
Bailor finds himself at leisure aud he 
smokes his pipe and lies on the deck 
furAvard and 
swaps 
yarns with his 
messmates, or ioms 
in the chorus of 
som-^ ii^miJiar old tune Avhioh has cJouft 


dutv to the forecastle tor generation» 
But his hours for recreation come tc 
an end all too soon, 
for at 9 o clocV 
the omnipresent bugler soiuuls tüi 
"tattoo," which is quickly followed bj 
'^aps,'' 
and 
presently 
the sailor r 
rocking in his hammock aud dropping 
oft'to s l e e p .

from the chronicles concerning th< 
po])ular Iberian hero, El Cid, or E 
Campeador, whose fame is pveserve 
iu legend, song and lore. 
The Cidi' 
a sort of modiivval Achilles, and th? 
quasi epic iu which his deeds arc re 
counted may be compared with _ thf 
Iliad in so far as both havo a basis ii 
history, and both stand 
together a^ 
unrivaled examples of the exuberance 
of a pootic fancy that is prone to deifj 
and worship its oavu 
manufactures 
Spain has a regard for her hero that i: 
as Avildly extravagant as the characte 
of her people Avould load one to ex 
pect. 
The Gid and his apotheosis b; 
the Spanish have no paralloL 


The flesh out of which 
this ido 
grow Avaa Rodrigo Diaz of Bivar. Th* 
name Cid comes from the Arabio " E 
Seyyd," the lord. He came into pvom 
inenco 
as a warrior in the 
army oS 
Fernando 
I. 
This 
was probablj 
about the year 1025. Fernando accom 
plished a check 
of the 
Moslem con- 
quest, and Spain Avas equally divideo 
betAveen the Spanish aud the Arabs, 
aud in the fierce civil Avars which foh 
loAved Diaz found ample field for th< 
exploitation of his military genius, 
ToAvard the end of the eleventh cen- 
tury the Cid was wedded to a royal 
bride. 
Ximena, the daughter of 
th< 
Count Oviedo, 
She 
Avas the grand 
daughter of the King Alfonso V., and 
this fact in the story 
of the 
Cid is 
verified by historians, who have the 
original marriage contract as evidence. 


About this time Rodrigo fought in 
the war betAveen Motamid, King ol 
Seville, and the 
King of Granada, 
Ahdallah, 
Abdallah had the aid and 
comfort of tho great (rarcia Ordonez. 
This piince of the blood was seen b j 
Rodrigo, Avho begged him to recant 
his disloyal agreement and return ta 
his laAvful master. 
But Ordonez 
refused, and the battle Avas foughf 
without the walls of 
Seville. 
The 
Cid routed his enemies and broughl 
back great store of treasure and many 
prisoners. 
Ordonez, 
treacherous to 
the last, persuaded Alfonzo that Rod- 
rigo had stolen the tribute from Se- 
ville, and the Cid Avas banished. Thou 
began the exploits which have fur- 
nished the theme of the grand national 
poem of España. 
The Cid Avas found 
fighting the Moors now, and uoav the 
Spaniards, 
Crescent or cross Avere 
alike to him, providing he Avas always 
in blood and ahvays robbing some one 
of treasure—in Avhich he proved him- 
self a genuine Spaniard. 
He led his 
army against Valencia, a city that had 
aroused the cupidity of the Moor and 
Christian. 
It fell before the Cid'fi 
army of 7000 men after withstanding 
a seige of nine months. The slaughter 
which 
folloAved the surrender—the 
terms of Avhich were every one ruth- 
lessly violated by the Cid—Avas trul.^ 
Sl)anisb. 
No Moslem soldier could 
have equalled it. 
For four years ha 
ruled, it would appear, with much 
justice, but Avas at last beaten by A.l 
moravidea, and died in a fit of anger 
and grief. 
When it is said that Rod- 
rigo Avas a savage 
fighter 
all is said 
that can be said in his praise. He Wi»£ 
a barbarian compared Avith the Sara- 
cens he conquered and Avho conquered 
him. 
It Avould seem the Spanish pool 
could havo selected a better hero foi 
his quasi epic. 
It is the Cid of thfl 
poet's imagination that lives and thai 
inspires the Weylers, the Polaviejat 
and tho Cainaras of today, and thej 
are all poor relations of the original 
—Chicago Times-Herald, 


Coal BrlquottoH. 
Coal briquettes are made very ex- 
tensively aud used in Oer many, Franco, 
Russia and Belgium, 
In (iermany o 
large part of the output of brown coal, 
which is too friable to stand handling, 
is utilized in this Avay, 
In tho United 
States very little hus been done iu 
this line. 
A factory for making hvl 
quettes from anthracite coal dust Avas 
put up at Rondout, 
N, Y., about fif- 
teen years ago, but it did not prove s 
paying business, and Avas abandoned, 
About a year ago a plant for making 
briquettes from 
Texas lignite 
wae 
built by a firm in Philadelphia. 
The 
reasons why briquettes are 
not mad€ 
iu this country seem to be purely com 
mercial. 
The 
manufacture is 
nol 
l^rofitable as long as good coal sells al 
present prices. 
In some parts of the 
country, as on the Pacific coast, Avheri 
coal is high in price, 
they 
might be 
introduced to adA^antage.—Engineer' 
ing aud Mining Journul,
